It has taught us that our great and resource- 
ful country has grown too strong and too confident 
in its strength to be shaken by excitements and flurries 
that in years agone would have stopped the wheels of 
progress and crushed our industries like an egg shell. 
The panic has met its master in the grain fields, the 
mines, the forests of America and in the courage of 
the men who now direct our wonderful industries. It 
has taught us that timidity and pessimism are double- 
edged swords and that confidence and courage must 
and always will prevail.

turers, but it is in the matter of their dis- 
position in a manner that will give them the increase 
in business that they are really entitled to that their 
misfortunes arise. THE AMERICAN ARTISAN’S annual 
“Furnace Specials” in which clear exhibits are made 
of the annual trend of the furnace business as relates 
to its prosperity, its general welfare statistically and 
comparatively both as to its manufacturing and its 
retail divisions have of late years shown an increasing 
amount of complaint in the voluminous correspon- 
dence from retail furnace experts, relative to a very 
serious injury that is done to the furnace industry in 
all its ramifications through lack of salesmanship by 
furnace dealers who are afraid to ask decent prices for 


good substantial furnaces and suitable equipments 
therefor and also to ignorance and _ recklessness 


in the matter of furnace installation. "We are in a 
position to have learned much of this complaint in our 
published and unpublished correspondence and also 
verbally from practical furnace experts, and therefore 
we possibly realize more fully than does any one the 
injury to the industry in a general way from causes 
that are remediable and should in some way be reme- 
died. We are aware that a goodly portion of the best 
furnace makers are careful about whose hands their 
furnaces go into and that behind this they exercise 
every care in the direction of positively correct in- 
stallation ; sometimes even to the extent of arbitrarily 
dicating what makes and what character of wall 
pipe and fittings must be used and of ascertaining 
what chimney flue and other conditions and capacities 
are to be met with and they also insist upon and make 
sure that their own correct directions are followed un- 
varyingly, but with all this care they are unable to al- 
ways govern the methods and the acts of rivals who 
give little heed to all or any of the treacherous condi- 
tions that surround furnace setting, in matters of faulty 
original architectural conditions, faulty chimney flue 
constructions and capacities, faulty furnaces selections 
as relates to capacities and reckless “devil may care” 
installations that too frequently give evidence of ig- 
norance at first sight to the practical furnace man. 
Of course much of this is due to the fact that it is 
done beyond the observation of the furnace ma- 
kers whose goods are thus treated, hence we say that 
the furnace industry is laboring under unfortunate 
conditions, as the perfect work turned out by the fur- 
nace manufacturer too often leaves him forever 
when sold to the retailer who 
and botch and cheapen the accompanying equipment 
and laber, to his heart’s content regardless of the fact 


may then juggle 


that the vicious influence of one bad furnace job ex- 
tends to everything in the nature of hot air furnaces 
and their equipments. There is much cry about cheap 
furnaces but it is doubtful if any of them even the 
cheapest will fail to do the work it may be honestly 
represented to do if properly installed and intelligently 
operated. The fault lies chiefly in misrepresentations, 
largely by dealers and possibly to an extent by sales- 
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men both of whom are naturally eager to make sales 
regardless of the fact that cannot be intelligently over- 
looked and often that ‘one crooked salé is altogether 
likely to destroy or forbid a dozen or more _ honest 
ones. Nearly all furnaces are honestly made and hon- 
estly intended, it would be folly to make them other- 
wise, for a business that is intended to be permanent. 
The cheaper ones are commonly cheaper because. of 
abridged capacity or the absence of special features 
and modern conveniences that make others the more 
attractive, hence the more costly and in many instances 
these features contribute largely to increased efficiency 
and are protected by letters patent which give their 
makers absolute control over them. Manufacturers 
know all about this and they naturally appreciate it 
but as a rule they do not seek to overcome such ad- 
vantages by misrepresentation for the reason if for 
no other, that the individual integrity of their wares is 
their sole mainstay in business. 
too many retailers this factor is wholly disregarded 
and as we know from most excellent witnesses dura- 
bility, capacities, conveniences and all else is altogeth- 
er too freely multiplied in favor of the cheaper fur- 
naces without any authority or license from the ma- 
kers. As is indicated in a line of furnace communi- 
cations now running in THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, 
notably in the letters of Charles Ewalt and Horace V. 
in the issue of January 4, 1908, there are far too many 
timid ones or cowards in the retail furnace trade. 
Many of them no doubt are retail salesmen who are 
actually afraid to ask right prices for furnaces for 
fear of losing sales and who show the lowest prices 
for both furnaces and equipment that can possibly be 
scraped together for the same timid foolish reason. 
It is quite natural that in such an endeavor to 
sell, even the poorest furnaces and the poorest equip- 
ments will not be under estimated in quality and merit. 
We know this to have been the course pursued in 
many actual instances where better furnaces and bet- 
ter equipments and installations would have been read- 
ily sold at much higher prices and vastly better profits 
if the more expensive goods were first presented and 
the square honest truth had been told about them at 
the start and without “knocking” any other furnaces 
either. In many cases it may be said that such sales 
occasion keen disappointments to buyers and not in- 
frequently wholly lose the future trade of good cus- 
tomers. It should be remembered that as a rule fur- 
nace buyers know little about furnaces in a practical 
way and that while they, like everybody else, like to 
save a little on purchases it is not to be expected that 
they are wholly. willing to forego comfort, conve- 
nience and freedom from annoyance in consideration 
of even very considerable additional outlays of money. 
People don’t commonly buy worthless furnaces or 
worthless installations unless they are misrepresented 
to them. 

The files of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN show inques- 
tionable instances in which hot air furnaces of all! 
kinds have been practically driven out of communi- 
ties and other heating methods substituted because of 
no fault whatever of the furnaces themselves, ‘but sole- 
ly because of the bad reputations that have been given 
them as a class by bungling work done in furnace in- 
stallation by incompetents who had them in charge. 





But in the hands of - 
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We have here laid bare a portion of the obstacle 
with which the hot air-furnace manufacturing indus 
try has to contend, namely ignorance, deceit 
untrtithfulness, cowatdice, poor salesmanship, genera 
misrepresentation and poor and often rotten installa 
tion. Surely this is quite enough to substantiate ou 
opening statement that the furnace industry is labor 
ing under exceedingly ' unfortunate conditions. We 
do not of course intend to imply that these conditions 
are general or that they are at all common in the trade 
but the business is a sensitive one and one bad blunder, 
one recklessly bad sale, one vicious installation any- 
where, not only seriously hurts the furnace trade of 
every dealer in the community no matter what fur- 
naces they sell and no matter how correctly they may 
do their work, but it also serves to shake the faith of 
that community in all hot air furnaces. 

Now as to remedies. Apparently retail furnace 
dealers need more, and better and more general edu- 
cation concerning the selling and installing of fur- 
naces. As a rule furnace manufacturers will plan 
for setting furnaces in aid of their customers, though 
many do not do so at all thoroughly, but are the 
dealers always competent to set forth all the condi- 
tions and measurements? and do they always do so 
even if competent? Are not these measurements and 
conditions frequently somewhat misrepresented for 
the purpose of putting through deals of furnaces 
already sold which the manufacturers would not tol- 
erate if the real conditions were known? Does not a 
retail salesman or some uninformed employe often 
take care of the measurements, computations and con- 
ditions and leave his employer and the furnace maker 
largely in the dark as to the real state of affairs? 

Does it not frequently happen that an all sufficient 
dealer or employe goes ahead and installs, guided by 
some furnace setting instructions that do not apply to 
the furnace in question at all? Every furnace cataiogue 
that has rules commonly differs essentially from oth- 
ers, and even with rules and correct rules for setting 
and for equipment are not the fixed laws of ordinary 
ventilation often utterly ignored and disregarded? 

It would seem that a campaign of education in hot 
air, furnace work is a necessity through a uniform sys- 
tem of literature eminating from a certain head with 
the approval of all furnace manufacturers and relat- 
ing not only to furnace installation and ventilation but 
to the selling of furnaces as well. Might not a bureau 
of furnace experts be profitably established to this end 
either through an association or otherwise that could 
educate and advise in a general way allowing indi- 
vidual manufacturers to supplimént its work direct as 
related to any certain peculiarities of their own con- 
structions? Such a bureau might also prepare expert 
heating plans for slight charges that would help to sus- 
tain it. At any rate such an institution if well chosen 
as to its personnel and well equipped with all the avail- 
able furnace data certainly could educate dealers up to 
correct methods of furnace installation and _ sales- 
manship and it also could certainly instill into the 
minds of architects and builders generally facts that 
would greatly help furnace men in avoiding very 
many of the common failures that are directly attribut- 
able to the persons who plan and build buildings in ut- 
ter disregard of present or future furnace possibilities. 
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tixed laws at least might govern largely in such a 
ureau and fixed laws are not to be disregarded intel- 


ligently.

Plain rules either with square corners or with round 
corners are very much in vogue at the present time 
for enclosing advertisements of moderate sizes and 
we find that many of the hardware advertisements 
that come to us are equipped with borderings of this 
character. A peculiar fact in relation to this feature 
of advertising work in local retail advertising is the 
fact that one will rarely find such enclosures shown 
in perfect form in the, printing, even in cases where 
the type setting which the rule encloses is altogether 
correct and satisfactory. In many instances there are 
in the prints themselves glaring evidences of careless 
work and in other cases where apparently the rule 
work is improperly arranged it has been allowed to 
go to pieces because of lack of proper care in locking 
up forms. This is one of the points that retail ad- 
vertisers should give attention to as faults of this 
character seriously injure the effectiveness of really 
good advertisements.

Winter goods exclusively are made the subject of 
a very good advertisement by the Boyce Hardware 
Company of Port Huron, Mich., as will be under- 
stood of course by an examination of their advertise- 
ment. The stove trademark illustration shows up ex- 
ceedingly well for the reason that it has been drawn

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printing of this character. This should be made a 
note of by local retail advertisers for the reason that 
this is a class of engraving that always shows up well 
no matter how poor the general printing of the news- 
paper in which it is used may be. A comparison of 
the imprint of this and the imprint of the very good 
type which stands beside it would naturally convince 
ene of the printing merit of the one above the other.

To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I find your “Wanted Practical Ideas” very interesting, and 
my purpose in writing is to help this column along. I sm 
a practical furnace man and have worked at the business a 
great many years, and although I am a pretty old man I am 
still at it and I believe I know all the ordinary kinks about 
furnace work, so I don’t have any trouble with my work nor 
with the furnaces I sell, as they are both good ones. One is 
a steel furnace and the other is a cast-iron furnace, and I sell 
them and use them according to requirements. But I never 
allow myself to put in a cheap or poor outfit. I am doing a 
great deal of installing in farmers’ homes, and here I run 
up against some tough propositions in the way many farm 
houses are built, for I guess they were never expected to have 
hot-air furnaces in them, but this trade is increasing very fast. 
I am from the East and am now in a good Western town. 
My worst trouble here for the last five years has been on 
account of a competitor who is a good fellow, much younger 
than I am, and when he came here he decided that the hot-air 
furnace business was a good thing for his store and he went 
to work to get the business. He doesn’t know a single thing 
about furnaces or installing them, but he is a worker and he 
has sold a good many and managed to put them in somehow 
or other, but he has done some frightfully bad fobs, and I 
soon found that he was hurting the furnace business generally. 
For a while I didn’t know what to do. I liked him very well, 
but I couldn’t stand the way-he did business, for he was in the 
habit of selling any kind of a furnace that suited his fancy 


is to a considerable extent known’ 
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and seldom two alike in succession. If a person wanted a 
cheap furnace.and a cheap outfit he would get him the cheap- 
est thing in the country and patch it up somehow for any 
price that would make him a dollar, and so things went until 
I finally got disgusted and went over and gave him a piece 
of my mind, but he only laughed at me at first, but afterwards 
came to-see me about it. Well, the whole matter resulted 
in my taking him in hand and telling him everything about 
the business and promising to help him plan his jobs. His 
work has improved and for the last three years the furnace 
business has improved and he has quit selling cheap stuff 
entirely. We now have an understanding about the furnace 
business and together we are each making more money out 
of the furnace business than both of us would have made if 
we had let things go on as they were going. I have put in 
several good high-priced plants to take the place of some of 
his cheap ones and have done a lot of expensive work on 
others, and he seems to be glad of it, as long as he can’t get 
the business. I think it is a good plan to work along with your 
competitors and have good understandings with them. I be- 
lieve we would both have been out of the furnace business 
now if we hadn’t come together, for his customers were get- 
ting prejudiced against hot-air furnaces generally before I 
helped him and we fixed things up between us. I will write 
you again some time.

To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 


“Noticing in your issue of January 4, under the head of 
“Wanted, Practical Ideas,” an invitation to practical furnace 
men to contribute their ideas and experiences relating to fur- 
nace work and furnace setting, I take the liberty of address- 
ing you as per your request. I am quite confident that a 
furnace department of the character that you are endeavor- 
ing to establish, in which the practical ideas, practical ex- 
perience and practical thought relating to furnace work come 
from furnace men who are actually engaged in the work, 
will be of great value to everybody concerned. I am there- 
fore offering you my first contribution. 

“My rule for installing furnaces provides first that the 
furnace should be placed in a position in the cellar or base- 
ment in a manner that will permit the shortest warm air 
pipes to serve the coldest parts of the house. The coldest 
winter winds come from the west and north, therefore the 
furnace should be located in a position that will favor the 
western and northern apartments. When the building is well 
protected from wind and exposure and the warm air pipes 
are short and have good upward slopes the furnace may be 
so placed as to have the hot air pipes about equal in length 
between the furnace and the register connections. Second, 
the furnace should be placed so as to assist in a proper dis- 
tribution of the hot air through the pipes, even though such 
a location may make it necessary to use a long smoke pipe. 
Place the furnace with reference to the warm air pipes and 
not with reference to the smoke pipe or chimney flue. The 
greater upward pitch that can be given to the distributing 
pipes that lead away from the furnace the better, and if it is 
necessary, in order to provide the necessary pitch for the 
warm air pipes the bottom of the furnace should be lowered. 
Do not hesitate to put it below the level of the floor, even 
though it be necessary to provide a pit for it, and do not 
hesitate to make the pit deep enough to give a good up- 
ward pitch to the distributing pipes. The success of hot air 
furnaces depends very largely upon the activity of the circu- 
lation of the hot air in the distributing pipes that connect di- 
rectly with the furnace itself, and very many failures in in- 
stallations are due to the fact that sufficient upward pitch to 
the originating hot air pipes has not been provided. I am 
hoping that this suggestion may be of some assistance to the 
younger class of furnace workers. I would like to hear from 
other furnace men on topics relating to furnace heating and 
ventilation.”

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STEEL CASING RINGS,

It is quite generally conceded that in all situations 
air for heating after its contact with the highly heat- 
ed plates from which it has derived its heated state 
positively requires the. addition of moisture to render 
it comfortable, healthy and normal. To a very great 
extent hot air furnaces are provided with water pans

so placed within their casings as to provide a restora- 
tion of the moisture that of which highly heated air 
is necessarily deprived, and these devices serve their 
purposes of course when the supply of water in the 
furnace water pans are kept supplied. But as this 
supply and its proper replenishment must naturally 
depend upon the thoughtfulness and care of whoever 
may have charge of the operation of the furnace, it 
would seem to be unfortunate that the receptacles 
therefor are so generally out of sight and so remote 
from constant observation. With the coming of the 
modern deflecting side wall register, which bids fair 
to displace floor registers to a very great extent, there

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DEVELOPMENT OF A MITER ONTO A WASH. 





BY LOUIS OEHRING., 


This is a miter that is frequently used in cornice 


work. It is like all other pattern problems, a problem 
in practical projection drawing. The principal re- 
quirement is to find the miter line in such a position 
that the measurements can be taken from it. 

First draw the section at (c) shown by D E E of 
which D E represents the wash, the balance being of 
no importance to develop the miter, merely represent- 
ing a molding that may be situated beneath the wash. 
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we are taking the measurement from a section through 
line U V and draw the line X Y as a continuation o/ 
this line, which must be drawn at right angle to J K. 
The stretchout is taken from the section (b) by tak- 
ing the spaces from one number to the other and set- 
ting them off on the stretchout line X Y in their 
proper order and through these points draw lines 
parallel to J K. 

From the miter line I J draw lines parallel to X Y 
from points that represent like numerals projected 
from section (b), to lines in pattern having the same 
numerals. Through the points established by the 
crossing of these lines draw the irregular line R S T, 
and we have as here shown by P QO R §S T the com- 
pleted pattern. The small circles on the pattern rep-

Then draw the section (a) and shown by A B C in 
the position here shown. Then draw the front eleva- 
tion of the wash, here shown by G H I J and the in- 
clination of the molding as shown by I J K L; now 
draw the section at (b), in the position here shown, 
and designated by M N O. Divide the curved parts 
of section (a) and (b) into the same number of equal 
spaces, and shown by the numerals from 1 to 23. 
From section (a) project all points to the wash 
as shown, parallel to line A F and from section (b) 
project indefinite lines parallel to N J. From the 
wash project parallel lines to G I towards J until they 
cross those represented by like numbers from section 
(b). Through these points established by these 
projectors crossing, draw the irregular line I J, this 
will be the true view of the miter line in the front ele- 
vation and from this the necessary measurements can 
be taken to develop the miter. 
To get the stretchout for the pattern we assume that

SHEET IRON FOR AFRICA. 


Consul-General Julius G. Lay, writing from Cape 
Town, says that when the enormous quantities of gal- 
vanized sheet and corrugated iron used in South Af- 
rica are noticed in the form of iron buildings, iron 
headings, iron roofs, iron fences, iron tanks and iron 
gutterings, it is very surprising that some reasonable 
proportion is not manufactured in the United States. 

In 1905 the declared value of corrugated iron im- 
ported into Cape Colony amounted to $833,718. Of 
this amount $812,224 was for that of British manufac- 
ture, the quantity imported from the United States be- 
ing so small as not to be separately defined in gov- 
ernment statistics. Of the total amount imported that 
which was entered for consumption in Cape Colony 
‘lone was valued at $764,916. 
The customs tariff of May, 1906, provides a duty 
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of 3 per cent ad valorem on. foreign manufactured 
iron, while that of British manufacture is entered 
free. This small preference does not seem adequate 
to keep American manufactures out of the market 
altogether. Cape Town importers claim that on the 
small quantities which have been imported from 
America the landed price exceeded that of the English 
by only about $1.82 per ton. It is stated by those in 
the trade and handling very large quantities of corru- 
gated and sheet iron that it is just a matter of price. 
If the American manufactured iron could be deliv- 
ered at equally low prices as the English, a fair por- 
tion of this trade would go to America. The Ameri- 
can price must necessarily be low enough to offset the 
preferential duty of 3 per cent. 

A Cape Town firm in 1906 gave a trial order for 
100 tons of American corrugated iron, and were so 
satisfied with the quality that they were willing to 
place further orders for 200-ton lots if prices were 
advantageous; but as the price was slightly higher 
than that of English manufacture their orders went 
to Great Britain. This firm state that they gave the 
American iron a thorough test, by curving, straighten- 
ing, and then recurving it, and found it equal in every 
way to the very best iron of English make, as it stood 
the test without cracking. The corrugations were 
also said to be quite as satisfactory as the English.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

There has been no change in the condition of hard- 
ware affairs whether as relates to the jobbing or re- 
tailing divisions thereof since our report of last week. 
Many of the inventories have been taken and the 
computations have been shaped up, but in other cases 
inventories are still in progress. There are a great 
many Eastern hardware manufacturing representa- 
tives in the Western market and a great many regu- 
lar traveling salesmen and necessarily a good deal of 
time must be devoted to them by jobbers as there is 
always more or less readjusting of lines and rearrang- 
ing of sources of supply at just this time of the year. 
We learn that as far as computations have been made 
the hardware business of 1907 both with retail mer- 
chants and with jobbers has footed up far better than 
was supposed would be the case. This condition, 
however, should really have been anticipated for the 
reason that the first three-quarters of 1907 up to Oc- 
tober witnessed a very remarkable prosperity in all 
branches of the trade and that of the final quarter of 
the year, although slightly below general expectations, 
was on the whole very good except in a comparative 
way. Hardware manufacturers are experiencing a 
quite unusual activity for this period and specifica- 
tions covering the first two quarters and also the en- 
tire year are being placed very freely. The feeling of 
unrest and uncertainty that was created by the money 
disturbances and which continued for a brief time 
has almost wholly disappeared and now that confi- 
dence has been restored both retail and jobbing mer- 
chants are prepared to go ahead and fill up their as- 
sortments to their normal proportions. 

Recent action relating to tin and sheet metal affairs 
have resulted in readjustments of prices of tin plate 
and galvanized and black sheets. Bright tin has been 
reduced 20c per base box of 100 pounds. Galvanized 
sheets have been reduced $4.00 per ton and black 
sheet iron $2.00 per ton. Outside of these changes, 
which have been largely anticipated and which will 
tend to stimulate buying that has been hesitating, 
there is little to be noted in the way of altered prices. 
Prices generally on all lines of hardware are exceed- 
ingly firm and entirely unyielding there being in sight 
no incentives for reductions in any direction. Some 
of the staples, however, are expected to fluctuate to a 
slight extent from time to time owing to varying con- 
ditions which do not affect general hardware at all. 
The outlook for hardware business is said to be excel- 
lent and we find that collections in the Chicago market 
and elsewhere throughout the Northwest are quite 
as good and possibly even somewhat better than they 
are usually found to be at this period of the year. 

Wire products continue firm and the expectation 
is that the Southwestern and Western demand for 
both barb wire and plain wire fencing will open a 
campaign of wire activity within a comparatively few 
days. The market is firm on wire nails at $2.23; 
painted barb wire, $2.38; galvanized barb wire, $2.68; 


smooth annealed wire, $2.08; smooth galvanized wi: 
$2.38; polished staples, $2.23; galvanized stapk 
$2.63. Carload lots to retailers, 5 cents higher; less 
than carload lots, 15 cents higher, Chicago delivery. 


TIN PLATE. 


Little buying movement has been noticeable in ti 
plate during the week, as there has been evident no 
haste in placing orders for the year’s general require- 
ments. Pig tin has for some time experienced weak 
nesses and several reductions have been reported in 


‘the metal. Because of this and an anticipated read- 


justment in prices of black sheets a waiting situation 
has prevailed for several weeks. During the current 
week, however, a readjustment of prices was made 
and as a result of both the conditions here referred to 
tin plate has been reduced 20 cents per base box of 100 
Ibs. Prices now hold at $3.70 f. o. b. Pittsburg regu- 
lar, with independent mills quoting $3.65. Price f. o. 
b. Swansea for tin plate is 12s. 14d. Arrivals of tin 
plate for the week ending Dec. 28 were 11,891 boxes 
New York and 75 boxes at Philadelphia. Stocks of 
tin plate in Swansea on Dec. 19 were 143,545 boxes, 
able to make a substantial advance, based on actual 
against 137,287 at the same time a year ago.

COPPER. 


There is apparently a movement on foot to get all 
the copper out of the country possible, with the hope 
of so reducing supplies in this country to make an ar- 
tificially higher price than is now prevailing. It is 
thought in some quarters that should the producers be 
able to make a substantial advance, based on actual 
statistics of the metal in this country, that it would 
stimulate a buying movement among consumers. 

It is pointed out that as there have been nearly 8,- 
000 tons of copper shipped abroad during the past 
six days, that it would not take long at that rate to 
denude the country of every pound of the surplus. The 
outlook for the maintenance of present prices, or even 
an advance, is very promising. With the successful 
financing of the metal sent abroad and the improved 
financial conditions, it looks as though the market 
would be stable until the buying movement for con- 
sumption started in. New York Metal Exchange 
prices were practically unchanged during the week 
at 135¢c to 13%c for lake, 13%c to 13%c for elec- 
trolytic and 13%c to 13M%c for casting copper. The 
market was called firm. 

The London market presented a firmer appearance, 
thought to be due to manipulative influence. Best se- 
lected gained Ios, to £66.

SHEETS. 

The sheet market is in substantially the same condi- 
tion as was reported by us a week ago. It is still ex- 
ceedingly quiet and to a great extent mills are still 
being cleaned up, inventories are being summar- 
ized, and naturally nearly all of the mills are closed 
down for the present for this reason. It is expected, 
however, that all of them will be running again with 
the opening of another week. As far as we can learn 
concerning the summaries that have been deduced 
from inventories and recapitulations, the sheet busi- 
ness of 1907 has resulted profitably for the mills. 
Within a few weeks past there has been a sharp de- 
cline in the volume of orders and it has been supposed 
that to a very great extent this condition has grown 
out of the withholding of orders by sheet metal con- 
sumers in the hope of ultimately placing them at fig- 
ures below the then prevailing markets. Whether as 
a result of this attitude or for other reasons we are 
unable to state, but we have information that the tin 
and sheet associations have taken action in the matter 
of prices and as _ result tin plate is said to have gone 
off 20c per box of 100 pounds, galvanized sheets were 
reduced $4 per ton and black sheets $2 per ton at the 
mills. These readjustments are not unanticipated. 
They have grown out of general readjustments in 
steel prices, and recent material reductions in prices 
of pig tin. These figures are now in effect. 

There is in process a rapid awakening of all the 
construction and building interests and also of 
larger industrial manufacturing interests. These in- 
fluences are already strongly felt in the sheet market 
and it is reasonable to suppose that after a very short 
lapse of time the sheet mills will be found to have on 
hand all of the business they can take care of with any 
degree of satisfaction or promptness.

The past three months in pig iron has shown a re- 
duction of output amounting to a ratio of 17,000 tons 
per annum; the annual ratio ofthe first three quart- 
ers of 27,000 tons and the last quarter a per annum 
production of but 12,000 tons. As a result there is lit- 
tle iron in sight anywhere, the supply having followed 
quite closely the actual sluggish demand. Southern 
iron continues to be the interesting and to an extent 
the basing feature in the iron market. Iron is at the 
present time in better request and in distinctly better 
tene than for many weeks, and an active movement 
in the general market is looked for. 

Pittsburg reports sales of good tonnages of Bes- 
semer for immediate delivery at $18.50; and No. 2 
southern foundry 25,000 tons at $13.50. A belief ex- 
ists that there is an effort being made to force south- 
ern pig more generally into the northern market. The 
Chicago markets reports increasing inquiry and an 
unusually light supply in smelters’ yards.
